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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is respectfully pointed out that Applicants' 
arguments are not persuasive. Applicants failed to show that a prima facie case of obviousness has not been properly made. Applicants 
argue that a rejection of claims based on reference to Akahane in view of Srinivasan is improper and fails to make a prima facie case of 
obviousness since the motivation was gleaned from Srinivasan, the secondary reference. Examiner respectfully asserts that this 
argument is in error. The motivation to combine references need not be found in the text of the primary reference. Furthermore, Examiner 
has referenced motivation to combine the above references gleaned from the primary reference to Akahane, as admitted on page 4 of 
Applicants' remarks. Applicants give no justification for the assertion that this motivation fails to establish a prima facie case of 
obviousness. Applicants also failed to provide evidence sufficient to overcome the obviousness rejections. Applicants' arguments, pages 
5-7, are directed toward limitations not stated in the claims and therefore cannot be used to overcome a rejection. Namely, Applicants' 
arguments are directed toward the methodology and theory of defect alteration taught in the applied references, whereas the apparatus 
claim language does not specify a particalar method of defect alteration. Examiner maintains the Final Rejection is proper. 
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
